*Thot^h  man  stands  as  a 
giant  mentally,  physically,  so¬ 
cially,  and  scientifically,  in  his 
spiritual  stature  he  is  little 
more  than  a  pygmy,”  Dr.  W.  Le¬ 
von  Moore,  of  Laurel,  declared 
In  the  opening  remarks  of  the 
Convention  sermon  Tuesday 
morning  at  Jackson’s  First 
Chtirch. 

Speaking  on  ‘The  Ministry  of 
Reconciliation,”  he  took  II  Cor¬ 
inthians  5:17-21  as  his  text  and 
pointed  his  bearers  to  the  prob¬ 
lem,  plan  and  purpose  of  recon¬ 
ciliation. 

He  began  by  giving  due  cre¬ 
dit  to  the  tremendous  stridea 
man  has  made  Mi  pracBcally  ev¬ 
ery  phase  of  life  except  the  spir¬ 
itual.  Continuing,  he  said: 

"Man,  with  his  knowledge, 
and  culture,  is  still  a  sinner  in 
need  of  salvation.  His  primary 
need  is  to  discover  God,  for  in 
his  discovery  of  God  be  also

The  Mississippi  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention  Board  has  mi^  a  defi- 
I  nite  effort  to  purebaae  the  U. 
[  S.  Maritime  Academy  property 
at  Henderson  Point,  at  the  west¬ 
ern  end  of  Pass  Chriatian  on  the 
Gulf  Coast. 

The  24-acre  facility,  used  by 
the  Coast  Guard  during  the  war 
and  ideally  adaptable  for  an  as¬ 
sembly  was  auctioned  off  by  the 
U.  S.  Government  aa  surplus 
property  on  Friday  morning  of 
last  week. 

According  to  terms  of  the  auc¬ 
tion.  it  was  firat  offered  as  a 


whole,  and  then  offored  in  seven 
separate  tracts. 

The  Government  rcservas  the 
right  to  reject  any  and  all  bids 
and  now  has  all  bids  under  cou- 
sidaratlon  with  announcement 
of  the  successful  bidder  to  be 
made  later. 

The  Board  was  the  high  bid- 
dev  for  the  property  as  a  whole, 
aubmittlng  a  bid  of  94BOJ)00.

The  past  two  weeks  we  co¬ 
operated  in  a  city-wide  evange¬ 
listic  crusade  sponsored  by  the 
Evangelical  Pastor’s  Fellowship. 

We  could  not  imag^  an 
evangelistic  crusade  comjtossd 
of  Nazarene,  Church  of  God, 
Assembly  of  God,  Free  Metho¬ 
dist,  Salvation  Army,  Evangeli¬ 
cal  United  Brethren,  Lutheran 
Brethren,  German  Baptist  “and 
Southern  Baptist! 

However,  the  evangelist  was 
a  Baptist,  but  he  never  did  re¬ 
veal  what  kind.

Jesus’  Ministry  Of  Healing

!  Scripture  Texts:  Matthew  8:1- 
9:31. 

i  introduction,  today 
WE  ARE  looking  Kt  out 
Lord  as  the  great  physician.  He 
Is  said  to  have  wrought  forty- 
five  healings  during  His  min¬ 
istry,  and  some  three  dozen  of 
them  were  restorations  to  health 
from  serious  slckneis  and  death. 
He  was  careful  In  this  matter 
of  healing  that  It  should  not 
be  taken  by  anyone  as  evidence 
that  He  was  solely  or  primarily 
a  wonder  worker,  relieving  the 
sufferings  of  the  sick  that  He 
might  thereby  attrmt  attention 
to  Himself.

Matthew  represents  Jesus  as 
attracting  attention  to  (he  man¬ 
ner  of..ilJa  teachln|,  being  ooe 
who  taught  with  luttiarity,  ia 
the  aaeerUoit,  "Bu^  I  say  unto 
you,"  and  not  as  the  icrlbes

In  a  generation  which  has  witnessed  more  than  one  world 
and  an  economic  depression  of  terrifying  proportions,  it 
seems  ironical  that  men  are  so  concerned  about

A  seed  when 
planted  under  proper  conditions  brings  forth  fruit  after  its  own 
kind.  Paul  says  in  his  letter  to  the  Galatians.  “Be  not  deceived; 
God  is  not  mocked;  for  whatsoever  a  man  soweth,  that  shall  he 
also  reap.  For  he  that  soweth  unto  his  own  flesh  shall  of  the 
flesh  reap  corruption;  but  he  that  soweth  unto  the  Spirit  shall 
of  the  Spirit  reap  eternal  life.”
